BACK HAUU, FREIGHT CHARGES 


A 


y a, recent session of the Committee on Interstate 


Commerce, Edward P. Vining, formerly in charge 


of the freight business of-the Union Pacific, appeared to 
explain some of the reasons why the railroads regarded 
the practice of compelling interior towns to pay the trans- 
continental rate on all goods plus the back haul at local 
latss from the ocean terminal as just. In the course of his 
remarks, Mr. Vining made especial reference to Reno as 
one of the complainants against the practice, saying: 


"The 
men who engaged in business in San Francisco 


went there in the first place because it had seaport ad- 
vantages, and in competition with others they paid high 
pi ices for the favorable locations which they secured for 
carrying on their business and for the improvements thay 
made. The men who settled at Heno did so knowing that 
Reno -was not a seaport and that in that respect it was at 
a disadvantage as compared with San Francisco. They 
knew that the price of merchandise in Reno was equal to 
the cost in San Francisco plus the charge of hauling it 
over the mountains from San Francisco. They saw, How- 
ever, that Reno had advantages of its own which were 
not possessed by San Francisco They knew that it was the 
natural market town for the mines of a larger section of 
Nevada, and with their eyes open to all these facts they 
deliberately chose Reno as their home " 


Continuing, Mr. Vining said. 
"Now at the time I speak of the Union 
Pacific 
had 


joined in connecting lines in lates varying from 3 to 6 
cents per pound for transpoitation fiom New Yoik to San 
Francisco 


"Sailing vessels, however, were eaijmg freight from 


New Yoik to San Francisco around Cape Horn at ratps 
•varying from one-half cent to one cent per pound. 


"Now, the question arose whethei we might not better 


try to carry some of this freight at a cent and1 a half a 
pound rather than to continue without a share in the bus- 
iness. 


"Let me add that the late paid by the San Francisco 


dealer did not in any way affect the business of the Utah 
dealer, and that the Reno dealer was affected by it in only 
so far as he shared in the benefit of any reduction in the 
cost of his goods in San Fiancisco * » * * * • » After a time 
the raihoad Wets so benefitted by the mciease'm its bus- 
iness that it could affoid to and did make impoitant IP- 
ductions in Us local lates 


"The dealei in Reno soon began to desire to buy goods 


in New York and ship them to Reno When he asked for 
a thiough late to Reno and •« as told that the regular rate 
was three cents per pound he Mould answer, 'Oh, no' 1 
V.S11 not pay as much as that I can ship the goods to an 
agent of mine in San Francisco for a cent and a half a 
pound and he can ship them back from San Francisco to 
Reno foi a cent a pound making two and a half cents in 
all. If you try to charge moie than t^\o and a half cents 
to Reno that is what I will do." 


The best that the lailioad agent could do under that 


state of tacts would be to answ.ei, "You need not go to 
that tiouble and delay. We will atop the goods for you at 
Reno and let yoh have them tor two and a half cents 
You will be saved the delay and we will be saved the ex- 
pense of hauling the goods ftom San Francisco to Reno 
and then hauling them back" Thus the Reno dealer, al- 
though he paid moie than the San Fiancisco dealer, still 
obtained the benefit of a water line. 


The gieater pait of the business of San Fiancisco, Los, 


Angeles, San Die go, ,Poi tland, Tacoma and Seattle con- 
sists in handling goods which aie piodticed in the eastern 
portion of the United States or in Europe These goods 
fn-fat come to the Pacific Coast, paying the rate for trans- 
portation to that coast, and then aie shipped to the point 
of consumption, paying in addition the local charge from 
the coast to the final destination. 


Now if dealeis in New Yoik, Chicago, etc, aie to be 


allowed to ship goods to Reno and Spokane at a rate mate- 
lially lower than the sum c£ the thiough rate to the -Pa- 
cific Coast plus the local charge back, how will it be pos- 
sible for dealers upon the coast to meet that competition? 


Is it not eveident that any material change In the pres- 


ent situation means serious disaster 
and even death to 


the largest business interests upon the Paciac Coast -with- 
out compensating advantages to any one? 


Is it right that San Fiancisco and; Seattle should be 


depnved of the advantages that nature gave to them, in 
the improvement of which its merchants have expended 
enormous sums in order that Reno and Spokane may be 
given these advantages artificially and at the expense of 
the American railroads and at the cost of ruin not only to 
these railroads, but also to the merchants who have estab- 
lished themselves upon the Pacific Coast? 


There is no question but that Mr. Vining makes a 


strong argument for the transportation companies, albeit 
one that is pretty well understood by Nevada shippers. 
But the question naturally arises, -why should the rail- 
road companies endeavor to accenuate the 
differences 


transportation company can at any time make of'mar ,tho 
future 'of any locality at pleasure. This admission is made 
by Mr. Vining when he pleads for San Francisco and Seat- 
tle with their seaport advantages. It would seem to us that 
the plea is suspicious in the extreme in view of the fact that 
all the shipper desires Is to see that his locality is not dis- 
ci iminated against in favor of another whicli the company 
may desire to favor. It is simply a question as to -whether 
the people of the whole country or the railroads are the 
best judges of whether lit is best to build up or retard the 
exploitation of a certain section at the expense of, or to the 
benefit of, another city. 


The gravity of the situation t o the railroads from pos- 


sible competition by the water route we believe has been 
greatly exaggerated. As a matter of fact, the railroads art> 
taxed to their umost at piesent and but a few thousand 
ff 
tons of non-perishable freight go from this coast to the 
east by the Panama route. Dispatch Is an Important factor 
in transportation these days, and the fact that the dis- 
tance is 2,000 miles greater than the overland, the time 
consumed in transit makes the water haul almost prohib- 
itive except upon non-perishable merchandise, cheap raw 
mateiials and half manufactured pioducts.

roast beef, cabbage and boiled ham, 
hash, 'brown potatoes, green peas, cof-

At breakfast two kinds of meat are 


served, usually steak .and fried ham. 


The show carries its own electric 


lighting^ plant, and also has Its own 
physician, who looks after the health 
of the employes. Dr. 'C. M. Butler has

ginal bonanza discoverey near Oling- 
house four yearsi ago tomorrow, was a 
visitor in .Reno yesterday, leaving on 
the evening train for 'Wisconsin, where 
he goes on a trip of combined busi- 
ness and pleasure. 


Mr. Ingalls carries**with him a piece 


of rock which has become worn smooth 
by being carr!e|d constantly in his 
pocket. There is a bit of sentiment 
connected with this specimen. It w.is 
just four years ago tomorrow that Mr. 
Ingalls picked up this- piece of float. 
It looked inviting and contained the 
free1 gold which if the ledge from 
which it came could be found would 
make him rich. 
During a period of 


nearly four years Mr. Ingalls never 
gave up hope of finding the ledge and 
his efforts were rewarded last March, 
when he uncovered, a body 
of 
ore 


whose values ran high into, the thou- 
sands. 


The story of the find on the Ingalla 


property near Olinghouse reads more 
like one of fiction's fables than a tale 
of a modern quest for gold. 
Some 


of the ore sampled $60,000 to the ton, 
some carried values as high i as $25,-
